Be it enacted by the /Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Gcntyress assenibied. That tliis,, Act may 
be cited as the “State. Departmeiit/USIA Authorization Act, Fiscal 
Year 1975”. 

AUTHORIZATION'S OF APPROPRIATION'S 

Sec. 2. (a) There are authorized to he appropriated for the Depart- 
ment of State for fiscal year 1975, to carry out the authorities, func- 
tions. duties, and responsibilities in the conduct of the foreign affairs 
of the United States, including trade negotiations, and other purposes 
authorized by law, the following amounts : 

(1) for the “Administration of Foreign Affaire”, $370,045,000; 

(2) for “Internationa] Organizations and Conferences", 
$229,604,000; 

(3) for “International Commissions”. $17,832,000; 

(4) for “Educational Exchange”. $75,000,000: and 

(5) for “Migration and Refugee Assistance", $9,420,000. 

(TO There are authorized to be appropriated for the United States 
Information Agency for fiscal year 1975. to carry out international 
informational activities and programs under the United States 
Information and Educational Exchange Act of 1948. the Mutual 
Education and Cultural Exchange Act of 1941. and Reorganization 
Plan Numbered 8 of 1953. and other purposes authorized by law. 
flic following amounts : 

(1) for "Salaries and Expenses” and “Salaries and Expenses 
(special foreign currency program)”, $228,308, 009, except that 
so much of such amount us may be appropriated for "Salaries and 
Expenses (special foreign currency program)” may be. appro- 
priated without fiscal year limitation : 

(2) for “Special International Exhibitions”, $6,770,000; and 

(3) for “Acquisition and Const met ion of Radio Facilities".

(c) In addition to amounts otherwise, authorized, there are author- 
ized to be appropriated to the Secretory of State for the iiscal year 
1975 not to exceed $40,000,000 to carry out the provisions of section 
101(b) of tile Foreign Relations Authorization Act of 1972, relating 
to Soviet refugee assistance. 

id) In addition to amounts authorized in subsections (a) and (hi 
of this section, there are authorized to l>e appropriated for iiseal year 
1975 for the Department of State and for the United States Informa- 
tion Auency such additional amounts ns may be necessary for increases 
in salary, pay-, retirement, and other employee benefits authorized by 
law winch arise subsequent to t he date of enactment of tiiis Act. 

(ei Amounts appropriated under subsection (a) and clauses (2) and 
(3) of subsection (b) of this section are authorized to remain avail- 
able until expended. 

REPEAL OF THE FORMOSA RESOLUTION'

“ASSIGNMENTS TO PUBLIC ORGANIZATIONS 

Sec. 576. (a) Not. less tlian fifty Forcism Service officers shall 
between then- eighth and fifteenth years of service as such ofiFera. be 
assigned in the continental United States during each fiscal year for 
significant duty with State or local governments, public schools com- 
munity colleges, or other public organizations designated bv rhe Scc- 
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ret ary. Snob assignment shall be for twelve consecutive months. Kadi 
such 1- oreign Service officer shall be enrirlcil to state a preference with 
respect to me type of public organization to which he would like to be 
assigned but limy not Mate a prciVieucr with respect to the ideo- 
graphical location to winch he would like to be assigned. 

“(b) A foreign Service, officer on assignment under this section 
shall, be deemed to be on detail to a regular work assignment in the 
Service, and the officer remains an employee of the Department while 
so assigned. However, any period of time an officer is assigned under 
this section shall not lie included as part of any period that the officer 
has remained in a class for purposes of determining whether he is to 
be selected out under section (Uhl of this Act. or regulations promul- 
gated pursuant thereto. The salary of the officer shall be paid from 
appropriations made available for the payment of. salaries of officers 
and employees of the .Service. 

“(c) Any period of time that a Foreign .Service officer serves on 
an assignment under this section shall also he considered as a period 
of time mar the officer was assigned for duty in the continental United 
States for purposes of section oTg of this Act. 

“(d) For the purpose of this section — 

"( 1 ) 'State' means — 

“I A) a State of the United States, the District of Colum- 
bia. the Common wealth of Puerto Kioo. and a territory or 
possession of the United States: and 
"( li) an instrumentality or authority of a State or States 
as defined in subparagraph (A) of this paragraph il) and 
a Federal-Srate authority or instrumentality ; and 
"UD 'local government' means — 

"i A I any political subdivision, instnimentaliry. or author- 
ity of a State or States as defined in subparagraph (A) of 
paragraph ( 1 ): and 

“iID any general or special purpose agency of such a 
political subdivision, instrumentality, or authority." 

(b) The amendment made by subsection '(a) of this section shall 
apply only to a Foreign Service officer who completes his eighth year 
of service as such an officer on or after the date of enactment of this 
Act.

Hi is amended 
bv inserting immediately before section l.i (lie. following new section: 

"Sec. 14. (a) Subject to the provisions of this section ami under 
sum regulations as the Secretary of State may proscribe. the Secretary 
is authorized ro provide for payment of a gratuity to the surviving 
dependents of any Foreign Service employee who "dies as a result of 
injuries sustained in the performance of duty outside the United States 
m an amount equal to one year s salary at the time of death. Appropri- 
ations for this purpose are authorized to be made to the account for 
salaries and expenses of the employing agency. Anv death gratuity 
payment made under this section shall he held to have l>eeri a gift anil 
shall be in addition to any other benefit payable from anv source. 

(b) A deat ii gratuity payment shall be made under this section only 
if the survivor entitled to payment under subsection (c) is entitled to 
elect monthly compensation under section Nl.“:> of title United 
States Code, because the death resulted from an injury (excluding a 
disease proximate}}* caused by the employment) sustained in the per- 
formance of duty, without regard to whether such survivor elects to 
waive compensation under such section S13“>. 
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Payment. “(c) A death gratuity payment under this section shall be made as 

follows : 

“(1) First, to the widow or widower. 

“(2) Second, to the child, or children in equal shares, if there, 
is no widow or widower. 

“(3) third, to the dependent parent, or dependent parents in 
. equal shares, if there is no widow, widower, or child. 

If there is no survivor entitled tu payment under this subsection, no 
payment shall be made. 

Definitions. “(d) A^ used in thisscction — 

“(1) the term ‘Foreign Service employee 1 means a chief of 
mission, foreign Service officer. Foreign Service information 
officer, Foreign Service Reserve officer of limited or unlimited 
tenure, or a Foreign Service staff officer or employee; 

“(2) each of the terms ‘widow’, ‘widower, ’child', and ‘parent’ 
shall have the same meaning given each such term by section 
8101 of title 5, United States Code; and 
“(3) the term ‘United States' means the several States and the 
District of Columbia. 

"(e) 1 he provisions of this section shall apply with respect to 
deaths occurring on and after January 1, 1973.”

Act, Fiscal Year 1975, no money appropriated to the Department of 
State under any law shall be available for obligation or expenditure 

with respect to any fiscal year commencing on or after July 1, 1972

law enacted on or after February 7. 1972: or 
“(B) in excess of an amount prescribed bv law enacted on or 
after such date. 

“(2) To the extent tiiat legislation enacted after rite making of an 
appropriation to the Department of State authorizes the obligation 
or expenditure thereof, the limitation contained in paragraph (1) 
shall have no effect. 

“(3 ) The provisions of this section — 

“(A) shall not he superseded except by a provision of law 
enacted after February 7.

"(B) shall not apply to. or affect in any manner, permanent 
appropriations, trust funds, and' other similar accounts adminis- 
tered liv the Department as authorized by law."
